To  begin  with,  Mr.  Miller  is  bringing  with 
him  what  is  undoubtedly  the  best  company 
that  is  to  be  found  in  the  theatre  today.

One  year  after  this  event- 
ful evening  the  characters  are  shown  in  the 
little  epilogue.  It  is  said  of  the  work  of  this 
company — the  play  was  given  throughout 
Mr.  Miller’s  tour  of  the  Pacific  Coast  last 
summer  and  has  just  closed  a four  months’ 
run  in  New  York— that  it  is  as  fine  as  any- 
thing that  has  been  seen  on  the  stage  of 
this  country  in  years.
